April,  v/as  5 percWt  ■ abov^ntio  _Jft5ril  output  last  year  but  -was  11  percent  less  than 
the  5~year,  1945”'^^  s.vip^kg(yf or  the  month,  tlie  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
reports.  The  advanc\'^ety€en  March  and  April  this  year  xje.s  only  5 percent,  compared 
with  an  8-percent  gainWi  year  ago  and  an  average  seasonal  rise  of  17  percent  betv/een 
liarch  and  April  in  the  194-5-4-9  period.  Production  during  the  first  four  months  of 
1951  n'as  4 percent  more  than  in  that  period  last  year  but  wo.s  3 perce:it  less  th-an  the 
1945-49  average  for  those  months.  The  percentage  of  butterfat  in. ice  cream  made  this 
April  avere.ged  12,3  or  more  than  the  12,2  percent  reported  for  March  and  the  12,1  per* 
cent  avera.ge  for  April  last  year.  Wide  ranges  of  temperature  mark-cd  April  weather, 
from  unusually  cool  in  the  first  three  weeks  to  unseasonably  v^arm  near  the  end  of  the 
month.  Average  temperatures  for  the  month,  hiowever,  showed  relatively  small  depar- 
tures from  normal.  They  were  higher  than  usual  in  m.ost  of  the  Atlantic  States  from 
■;  0 Georgia,  in  portions  of  states  adjacent  to  the  Great  Lakes  and  v/est 
across  North  Dakota,  in  West  Texas,  Arizona,  Utah,  Nevada>.-anu  the  Pacific  Coast 
States,  In  most  of  the  Midwest  and  South  they  were  bolow  normal. 

Production  increase''''  from  April  a year  ago  in  all  regions  except  the  West  North 
Central,  v/hero  a decrease  was  shovm.  Output  ¥ms  up  7 percent  in  the  North 

Atlantic,  East  North  Central,  and  Pacific  States,  Nev/  York  gained  7 percent  and 
Pennsylvania's  production  was  up  11  percent,  A 1-percent  loss  in  Ce.lifornia  tempered 
the  heavy  .gains  in  Washington  and  Oregon,  The  South  Atlantic  and  Mountain  States  had 
'increases  of  5 percent.  Production  in  the  South  Central  States  v;as  4 percent  larger 
than  in  Apri! 


Ice  cream  production  was  down  from  the  April  1949-49  averege  in  aTT-  regions 
except  the  Mountain,  where  a 1-percent  gain  was  sliown.  The  decreases  ranged  from  8 
pei’cent  in  the  North  Atlantic,  v/hicb  wo.s  strongly  influenced  by  decreases  of  7 and  1 
percent,  respectively,  for  Nev;  York  and  Pennsylvania,  to  23  percent  in  the  West  North 
Central  States,  The  East  North  Central,  South  .ttlcntic,  and  South  Central  Regions 
all  had  decreases  of  12  percent  from  the  average,  A 15-percent  decrease  in  Califor- 
nia was  more  than  sufficient  to  offset  gains  in  the  remainder  of  the  Pacific  States 
and  that  region  as  a ¥/hole  had  a decrease  of  9 pex’cent  from  tb.e  April  1945-49  avera.ge. 

Advances  between  Ivla/xch  a.nd  April  occurred  in  all  regions  of  the  country  and  va- 
ried only  from  1 percent  in  the 'South  Atlantic  to  6 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic, 
East  North  Central,  and  Pacific.  Other  increases  Were;  'West  North  Central,  2 percent  5 
Mountain.,  3 percent;  and  South  Central,  4 percent.
